Motion to cut County Jail to $27,500.00 by Rep. York and 
seconded by Rep. Bouchard carried. 


A motion was made by Rep. York to cut Poor Off Farm to 
$46,000.00 was seconded by Rep. O’Hara. 


A motion was made by Rep. Manning to authorize the Coos 
County Commissioners to borrow, either by short term notes or 
bonds, for a period of three years the sum of $60,000.00 (sixty 
thousand dollars). Same seconded by Rep. Brungot; said sum to 
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be used for remodeling Institution. The sum of $20,000.00 
(twenty thousand dollars) to be raised by taxes in 1968. Voted 
17 for and 2 against.

In all sixty-seven felony matters arising in this County were dis- 
posed of in Superior Court. This was an increase of ten cases or 
17% over 1967, and twenty cases or 42% over 1966. 


II. Also during the year 1968, your County Attorney appeared 
and prosecuted various and sundry other criminal offenses and 
violations in the Superior Court and in all District and Municipal 
Courts of the County. Matters disposed of in Superior Court, in 
addition to felonies, included appeals from Motor Vehicle convic- 
tions, appeals from Fish and Game convictions, other misdemea- 
nor appeals, Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support cases, 
and a number of civil matters concerning the interests of the 
County. A number of Motor Vehicle violations, Fish and Game 
violations, non-support matters, juvenile cases and various other 
misdemeanor matters were prosecuted before the District and 
Municipal Courts of the County, in addition to bail and probable 
cause hearings relative to felony matters. 

III. Upon completion of this year, as well as my first term 
as County Attorney, I wish to take this opportunity to express 
my appreciation for the capable assistance and cooperation re- 
ceived from Coos County Sheriff Emile Martineau and his De- 
partment; from the Division of State Police, and more particularly 
from Station F, commanded by Lieutenant Henry Genest; and 
from the police departments of each and every community in 
Coos County. Their hard work and sincere dedication to duty 
have protected and will continue to protect the lives and property 
of our residents and of visitors to this County. 


The responsibilities placed by the citizens upon their County 
Attorney are a challenge from which much satisfaction is reaped. 
I look forward to serving the residents of this County for the 
coming year as I have done during the two years just elapsed.

Gentlemen: 


As the chairman of the area Ministerial Association, I want to 
give a report of the services of both the Catholic Priests and the 
Protestant Ministers. 


My own services to the patients at the Coos County Hospital, 
would be similar to those given by Rev. Gerard Beaudet, of 
Stewartstown, Rev. Gregoire Dumont of Colebrook and by the 
Oblate Fathers of Colebrook.
